To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Haslemere  Urban 
District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1945. 

Statistics  for  the  health  of  the  District  are  good.  The  population 
has  diminished  slightly  owing  to  the  return  of  evacuees  and  others 
to  their  own  homes.  The  birth-rate  continues  at  a high  level, 
although  the  illegitimate  birth-rate  must  continue  to  give  cause  for 
serious  thought. 

Deaths  were  rather  more  numerous  than  in  the  previous  year, 
the  principal  causes  being  heart  disease  in  its  various  forms,  cancer 
and  tuberculosis. 

The  increase  in  cancer  is  shown  by  the  table  giving  the  numbers 
of  deaths  and  the  death-rates,  year  by  year,  over  the  past  12  years. 
No  doubt  part  of  the  increase  is  due  to  improved  diagnosis,  but 
there  remains  cause  for  serious  anxiety.  Public  education  on  the 
need  for  early  recognition  is  urgently  needed.  Emphasis  on  the 
curable  nature  of  many  forms  of  cancer  may  overcome  dread  and 
despair  that  only  too. of  ten  cause  delay  in  obtaining  medical  advice. 

Tuberculosis  showed  a substantial  increase  during  the  war 
years,  much  of  that  increase  being  due  to  evacuees  and' others  from 
outside  areas.  Although  the  increase  appears  now  to  have  been 
halted,  grave  anxiety  must  be  felt  so  long  as  present  unsatisfactory 
and  overcrowded  housing  conditions  persist. 

The  urgency  of  housing  needs  is  fortunately  recognised  and 
the  appointment  of  a Woman  Housing  Manager  should  be  of  great 
assistance,  although  the  actual  building  of  houses  is  slower  than 
was  hoped.  The  Council’s  programme  is  ambitious,  but  no  greater 
than  the  needs  of  the  district  demand.

BIRTH-RATE  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  resident  population,  19.12. 

The  remarkable  increase  in  the  proportion  of  illegitimate  births 
is  shown  by  reference  to  pre-war  reports.  Formerly  illegitimate 
births  averaged  about  4 per  cent.  In  1943  the  figure  rose  to  16  per 
cent.,  fell  to  12  per  cent,  in  1944,  and  in  1945  was  15.5  per  cent. 

No  doubt  many  of  these  were  made  legitimate  by  subsequent 
marriage,  war  conditions  deferring  marriages  in  many  cases,  but 
the  fact  that  even  one  child  in  every  seven  is  born  illegitimate, 
provides  a striking  commentary  on  war-time  conditions  of  living. 
The  actual  number  of  births  has  increased  from  about  100  in 
pre-war  years,  to  some  200  in  the  past  four  years,  although  the 
population  increase  is  only  about  15  per  cent. 

The  birth-rate  for  1944  was  16.04. 

The  graph  on  page  1 1 shows  the  birth-rate  for  the  District  for 
the  last  16  years,  together  with  the  birth-rate  for  England  and 
Wales.

The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Christ’s  Hospital, 
Horsham,  undertook  special  work  until  the  time  of  its  closure.  The 
help  given  by  this  service  during  the  several  years  of  its  establish- 
ment has  been  invaluable.  A similar  laboratory  at  Epsom  is  still 
available  and  has  given  assistance.  The  greater  distance  makes  it 
rather  less  useful  to  Haslemere. 

Milk  Analysis. — This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Clinical 
Research  Association,  Limited,  Milton’s  Annexe,  South  Road, 
Haywards  Heath.  Fifty-seven  samples  were  examined  during  the 

year. 

Water  Analysis. — The  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories, 
1 Gidea  Park,  Essex,  undertake  the  examination  (both  bacterio- 
logical and  chemical)  of  samples  of  water  taken  in  this  District. 
During  1945,  44  samples  were  examined.

The  voluntary  ambulances  service  centred  upon  the  Shalford 
Civil  Defence  Depot,  in  the  Guildford  Rural  District,  ceased  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year.  It  had  been  of  the  greatest  service  in 
conveying  patients  to  and  from  Sick  Bays  and  during  its  existence 
conveyed  a total  of  1,513  patients,  covering  a distance  of  36,794 
miles. 

Ambulance  Service. — During  the  year  special  attention  has 
been  directed  to  improving  the  service  and  bringing  it  up  to  peace- 
time requirements.  Before  the  war,  the  ambulance  service  was 
run  in  conjunction  with  the  fire  service,  an  economical  peace-time 
arrangement  which  has  now  been  terminated  and  cannot  be 
restored. 

During  the  war  the  Civil  Defence  ambulance  and  staff  con- 
tributed to  the  general  service  to  a very  great  extent.  With  the 
closing  down  of  Civil  Defence,  however,  there  remained  only  one 
ambulance  for  all  purposes.  The  vehicle  itself  was  very  old  and 
inadequately  staffed  owing  to  the  withdrawal  of  much  of  the 
voluntary  Civil  Defence  assistance. 
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Since  pre-war  days  demands  upon  ambulances  have  increased 
very  considerably.  An  additional  heavy  burden  has  been  the 
conveyance  of  maternity  cases  in  connection  with  the  Maternity 
Unit  established  at  Haslemere.  An  average  of  350  to  400  patients 
per  year  is,  as  a rule,  reasonable  use  for  one  ambulance.  In  pre-war 
days  the  ambulance  was  conveying  up  to  360  patients  per  annum, 
but  during  1945  it  coped  with  900  patients.  Only  with  very 
efficient  management,  goodwill  and  co-operation  all  round  has  it 
been  possible  for  the  service  to  maintain  this  very  heavy  burden. 
It  must  be  remembered,  also,  that  the  Haslemere  Ambulance  serves 
not  only  Haslemere,  but  considerable  parts  of  Sussex  and  of 
Hampshire  which  constitute  the  normal  Haslemere  Hospital  area. 
Journeys  to  Guildford  Hospitals  and  St.  Thomas’s  Hospital  at 
Hyde  Stile  have  increased  considerably.  It  was  obvious  that  to 
maintain  a proper  service  at  least  two  ambulances  were  necessary 
with  the  requisite  paid  and  voluntary  staff.  The  Council  were 
fortunate  in  being  presented  with  a very  satisfactory  ambulance  by 
Mr.  Arnold  Levy,  of  Hindhead. 

A former  Civil  Defence  vehicle  is  also  in  process  of  conversion 
to  replace  the  old  Haslemere  ambulance  which  has  seen  so  much 
service  and  is  becoming  independable.  The  Ambulance  Depot  has, 
unfortunately,  had  to  remove  from  Pathfields  Civil  Defence  Depot, 
which  enjoyed  so  central  a position  in  close  proximity  to  the 
Hospital,  to  the  Council’s  Depot  at  Sicklemill.  The  greatest  credit  is 
due  to  Mr.  Hunter,  the  Ambulance  Officer,  for  the  onerous  and 
difficult  task  of  maintaining  the  service  so  efficiently. 

Volunteer  Car  Pool. — During  the  first  seven  months  of  the 
year  the  Volunteer  Car  Pool  service  operated  by  the  Women’s 
Voluntary  Service  was,  as  in  the  previous  three  or  four  years,  of 
tremendous  service  and  undoubtedly  relieved  the  strain  on  the 
regular  ambulances  to  a very  great  extent.  During  those  years  an 
average  of  nearly  6,000  miles  were  run,  and  large  numbers  of 
patients  conveyed. 

When  closed  down  at  rather  short  notice,  it  was  realised  that 
very  great  hardship  would  be  inflicted  on  numberless  patients  and 
invalids  in  rural  parts,  who  would  be  deprived  of  any  means  of 
reaching  hospitals  for  treatment  or  attendance  at  clinics.  The 
Council,  therefore,  agreed  to  run  a Medical  Transport  Service  on 
lines  very  similar  to  those  of  the  Volunteer  Car  Pool.  This  service 
was  commenced  on  the  1st  November.  During  the  intervening 
months  the  Hospital  Car  Service  operated  by  the  St.  John  Ambu- 
lance Brigade  filled  the  gap,  but  was  unable  to  provide  a service 
with  the  scope  and  elasticity  which  was  necessary  in  Haslemere. 
The  additional  service  is  operated  as  a branch  of  the  ordinary 
ambulance  service  supported  by  some  20  volunteer  drivers  and 
cars. 
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NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 


Midwives. — There  are  4 Midwives  practising  in  the  Urban 
District  supervised  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  They 
are  distributed  in  the  following  parishes  : 

Haslemere  3 Hindhead  1 

District  Nurses. — Three  permanent  and  1 part-time  District 
Nurses  serve  the  District  between  them.  This  service  is  adminis- 
tered by  the  County  Nursing  Association. 

Health  Visitors. — There  are  2 County  Health  Visitors  in  the 
District  who  visit  homes  under  the  School  Medical,  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  and  Tuberculosis  Services.

Sick  Bays. — One  Sick  Bay,  Quedley  in  Vicarage  Lane, 
Shottermill,  is  within  the  Haslemere  Urban  District.  There  is 
accommodation  for  18  beds  and  it  has  done  excellent  work  during 
the  year,  despite  difficulties  of  staffing,  thanks  largely  to  the  energy 
and  efficiency  of  the  Matron,  Miss  Maynard,  and  the  excellent  work 
of  her  deputy,  Mrs.  Good. 

Evacuation  Sick  Bays. — The  four  Sick  Bays  in  my  area — 
Millwater  House,  Ripley,  in  the  Guildford  Rural  District  ; Long 
Acre,  Shamley  Green,  and  Kilmory,  Cranleigh,  in  the  Hambledon 
Rural  District  ; and  Quedley,  Vicarage  Lane,  in  the  Haslemere 
Urban  District — continued,  as  in  previous  years,  to  be  run  as  one 
unit  so  far  as  the  admission  of  patients  was  concerned,  two  of  them 
being  reserved  for  minor  infectious  disease  and  two  for  non-infectious 
ailments. 

Quedley  for  non-infectious  minor  ailments  has  been  well  used, 
and,  on  the  whole,  has  been  able  to  meet  our  requirements,  although 
a few  cases  from  adjoining  Districts  have  had  to  be  refused. 

These  Sick  Bays,  of  course,  are  reserved  for  evacuees  and  are 
used  substantially  by  children  from  residential  nurseries.  They 
could  be  of  much  greater  use  if  made  available  to  the  residents  in 
our  own  Districts.  Many  families  are  overcrowded  and  living  under 
conditions  of  difficulty.  Scabies,  impetigo,  and  apparent  neglect 
of  children  are  not  always  the  failure  of  the  parents  so  much  as  the 
fault  of  the  conditions  under  which  they  are  compelled  to  live.  In 
such  circumstances  it  is  frequently  impossible  to  treat  children 
satisfactorily  at  home.  An  institution  such  as  a Sick  Bay  freely 
available  would  be  invaluable  and  could,  if  required,  treat  many 
children  as  out-patients.  It  is  impossible  to  admit  such  children 
to  hospitals. 

Reviewing  the  past  six  years  it  can  be  said  that  the  Sick  Bays 
have  proved  a remarkable  success.  The  assurance  of  prompt 
removal  of  sick  children  and  such  as  were  suffering  from  minor 
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infections  was  of  the  greatest  help  to  the  successful  operation  of  the 
Government  Evacuation  Scheme.  They  have  done  much  also  in 
helping  to  keep  the  evacuated  children  in  good  health.  There 
ought  to  be  a real  place  for  such  institutions  so  long  as  present 
housing  conditions  continue  and  so  long  as  the  residential  nurseries — 
of  which  there  are  a very  large  number  in  and  around  these  Dis- 
tricts— are  maintained.

With  the  closing  down  of  the  Civil  Defence  Services,  this 
voluntary  transport  service  ceased.  Voluntary  drivers  under  the 
Volunteer  Car  Pool  Scheme  and  under  the  Council’s  Medical 
Transport  Service  are  most  reluctant  to  convey  infectious  cases, 
many  of  them  having  children  of  their  own.  It  has,  therefore,  been 
frequently  necessary  to  call  upon  the  Guildford  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  to  remove  cases  of  minor  infection  where  the  children 
were  quite  unable  to  travel  by  ordinary  car.  The  Medical  Transport 
Service  is  used  for  the  conveyance  of  non-inf ectious  cases. 

A particular  note  should  be  made  of  the  cases  of  ringworm 
treated  chiefly  at  Quedley  Sick  Bay.  Despite  the  use  of  X-rays 
and  the  advice  of  specialists  attached  to  the  Royal  Surrey  County 
Hospital,  Guildford,  treatment  in  most  cases  continued  over  a period 
of  several  months.  During  this  period  the  children  were  of  necessity 
absent  from  school  and  missing  all  education.  If  ringwom  continues 
to  increase  it  might  seem  desirable  to  arrange  a special  institution 
where  education  could  be  continued  coincidentally  with  treatment

Psychiatric  Social  Worker. — The  Psychiatric  Social  Worker 
appointed  under  the  Government  Evacuation  Scheme  continued 
to  do  most  valuable  work  with  maladjusted  and  difficult  children. 
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This  was  a great  help  with  billeting  and  in  the  work  of  the  hostels. 
It  was  with  regret  that  she  was  transferred  to  the  County  Council 
on  the  1st  April  with  the  introduction  of  the  Education  Act, 
although  her  services  are  still  available,  but  to  a more  limited 

extent. 

MORTUARIES. 

The  Council  maintains  a mortuary  at  Sicklemill,  and  an 
additional  emergency  one  at  Hammer  Brick  Works.  The  number 
of  bodies  received  into  the  Sicklemill  mortuary  during  1945  was  17.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

There  are  two  Public  Water  Supplies  within  the  District  as 
recorded  in  earlier  Reports.  Samples  of  both  are  taken  systematically 
and,  in  addition,  copies  of  all  analyses  made  by  the  Wey  Valley 
Water  Company  are  received  from  the  Company’s  Engineers,  a 
courtesy  that  is  very  greatly  appreciated. 

Both  sources  of  supply  drawn  upon  for  the  Council’s  Water 
Undertaking  have  given  satisfactory  analyses  on  all  occasions 
during  the  year.  The  reserves  available  are  ample,  and  chlorination 
is  continued  as  an  additional  safeguard. 

The  question  of  lime  treatment  has  received  further  con- 
sideration. Dissolved  carbon  dioxide  makes  the  water  slightly 
acid  so  that  it  has  slight  corrosive  action  on  metals.  Just  prior  to 
the  war  the  Council  had  decided  to  remedy  this  by  lime  treatment. 
This  will  be  carried  out  now  as  soon  as  circumstances  permit. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Council’s  sewage  disposal  works  at  Shottermill  have  been 
well  maintained,  and,  despite  difficulties  and  overloading,  the 
effluent  has  been  maintained  at  a satisfactory  standard.  Enlarge- 
ment of  these  works  will  be  necessary  as  soon  as  circumstances 

permit. 

The  small  works  at  Grayswood  continue  to  function  admirably 
and  the  effluent  is  of  a high  standard. 

The  Eight  Acres  disposal  works  does  at  times  cause  trouble, 
but  no  serious  nuisance  has  occurred. 

The  urgency  of  a comprehensive  scheme  of  main  drainage  for 
Hindhead  and  Beacon  Hill  has  been  stressed  in  earlier  ’Reports,  and 
is  fully  appreciated  by  the  Council.  During  the  year  efforts  have 
been  made  to  hurry  up  the  preliminaries,  the  actual  scheme  having 
been  agreed  upon  in  1939.  Alton  Rural  District  Council  have  been 
able  to  make  more  economical  arrangements  to  solve  their  own 
problems,  so  the  scheme  remains  a joint  one  between  Haslemere 
U.D.C.  and  Hambledon  R.D.C.  who  are  concerned  only  to  the 
extent  of  a small  part  of  Churt  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  cross- 
roads. 

Following  the  withdrawal  of  Alton  Rural  District  Council, 
search  was  made  for  an  alternative  site  for  disposal  works  to  avoid 
the  great  length  of  trunk  sewer  leading  to  the  River  Wey  at 
Hunting  ford  Bridge.  The  choice  fell  on  a small  area  of  some  5J 
acres  at  Barford  Mill,  Churt,  just  within  the  Hampshire  boundary. 
This  rather  wet  land  was  considered  earlier  and  discarded  because 
of  the  greater  engineering  difficulties  involved  in  constructing 
disposal  works  on  land  of  such  a nature.  The  effluent  is  to  be  passed 
into  the  small  stream  which  feeds  Frensham  Pond. 
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The  whole  scheme  is  a costly  one  for  the  comparatively  small 
number  of  people  to  be  served,  and  it  seems  unfortunate  that  the 
urgency  of  Hindhead’s  needs  has  prevented  fuller  consideration  of 
more  comprehensive  schemes.  Before  many  years  the  needs  of 
Tilford  and  Elstead  must  receive  consideration  as  well  as  a greater 
area  of  Churt.  One  scheme  and  one  disposal  works  obviously  is 
preferable  to  a multiplicity  of  small  ones,  and  there  is  no  technical 
difficulty  in  dealing  with  the  whole  valley  down  to  Elstead. 

It  appears  also  that  the  effluent  passing  directly  into  Frensham 
Pond  may  be  open  to  objection.  The  pond  and  surroundings 
are  a playground  and  holiday  resort  for  thousands  of  people  from 
near  and  far.  Bathing  is  popular  and  the  sandy  shores  make  a 
miniature  seaside. 

Sewage  disposal  works  so  placed  that  the  effluent  would  be  led 
directly  into  the  River  Wey  would  overcome  these  objections. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  has  continued  satisfactorily. 
RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  cases  of  serious  pollution  have  been  reported.  The  stream 
by  the  Sewage  Works  is  kept  under  close  observation  and  no  cause 
for  dissatisfaction  has  been  found. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

This  service  has  been  maintained  satisfactorily  and,  despite 
labour  difficulties,  the  refuse  tip  has  been  reasonably  well  kept, 
and  has  given  no  cause  for  complaint. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Seventeen  observations  were  made  for  smoke  abatement  during 
1945.  No  case  necessitated  statutory  action,  but  one  informal 
notice  was  issued. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

Only  one  case  of  bed  bug  infestation  was  found  during  the 
year,  and  this  was  satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  hydrogen  cyanide 
fumigation  after  other  treatment  had  failed. 

NATIONAL  CAMPS  CORPORATION. 

Marchants  Hill  Camp,  Hindhead,  was  occupied  during  most  of 
the  year  by  children  from  various  Metropolitan  Boroughs. 

The  camp  has  been  running  throughout  the  war,  being  one  of 
the  first  to  be  completed.  It  has  been  most  efficiently  managed 
and  has  been  a model  of  what  such  camps  should  be.  The  improve- 
ment in  the  health  of  the  children  has  been  remarkable  and  apparent 
even  to  the  casual  observer. 
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At  the  beginning  of  November,  when  the  camp  had  been 
vacated,  it  was  diverted  for  the  use  of  specially  selected  children 
from  the  Netherlands  who  had  suffered  under  six  years  of  Nazi 
rule  in  Holland.  These  children  were  accompanied  by  a number  of 
adults  as  teachers  and  leaders,  and  they  had  their  own  doctor  and 
nursing  staff. 

The  children  had  been  immunised  against  diphtheria  before 
leaving  Holland,  but  there  was  a certain  amount  of  infectious 
disease,  mostly  of  a mild  character.  The  residents  of  Haslemere 
and  Hindhead  extended  a very  warm  welcome  to  these  visitors, 
and  it  seems  unfortunate  that  their  stay  in  the  camp  should  have 
been  limited  to  so  short  a period  as  two  months,  scarcely  long 
enough,  particularly  in  Winter,  to  achieve  a radical  improvement 
in  their  health.  Close  and  cordial  co-operation  has  been  maintained 
with  the  Dutch  medical  staff. 


HOUSING 


Considerable  progress  can  be  reported  in  the  preliminary  work 
of  providing  for  the  housing  needs  of  the  District. 

Sites  have  been  selected  and  provisional  programmes  agreed. 
At  Woolmer  Hill  it  is  planned  to  erect  100  temporary  bungalows, 
whilst  the  Sicklemill  site  will  provide  for  96  houses. 

In  all,  100  temporary  bungalows  have  been  allotted  to  Hasle- 
mere. 

The  apprenticeship  scheme  of  training  and  building  is  to  be 
used  at  Sicklemill  and  should  relieve  the  pressure  of  work  on  other 
building  operatives. 

Progress  generally  is  slower  thap  had  been  hoped,  greatest 
delay  being  over  the  acquisition  and  clearance  of  sites.  The 
immediate  future  programme  is  as  follows  : Temporary  Houses 
at  Shottermill,  100,  of  which  70  are  for  the  Admiralty  requirements  ; 
Permanent  Houses — Grayswood  14,  Sicklemill  72,  Hindhead  36. 

The  question  of  acquisition  and  conversion  of  large  houses  into 
flats  has  received  much  consideration.  Flats  are  not,  in  general, 
suitable  for  such  a district  as  Haslemere,  and  only  dire  necessity 
has  forced  consideration  of  the  project.  One  house,  Rozeldean, 
Hindhead,  was  acquired  and  converted  into  7 flats.  The  number  of 
houses  previously  built  and  owned  by  the  Council  prior  to  1939 
was  189 — 65  in  Haslemere,  68  in  Hindhead,  and  56  in  Shottermill.

The  approximate  estimated  number  of  children  in  the 
Authority’s  area  at  31st  December,  1945,  was  1,091  under  5 years, 
and  1,882  over  5 years.

The  other  child  had  not  been  immunised,  whilst  the  third  case  was 
an  adult.  There  were  no  deaths  from  diphtheria. 

On  the  26th  November,  31  Dutch  children  at  Marchants  Hill 
Camp,  Hindhead,  were  Schick  Tested.  All  of  them  showed  negative 
results.  The  immunisation  given  before  leaving  Holland  evidently 
being  satisfactory. 

Schick  Testing  started  again  during  the  Autumn  Term.  On  the 
26th  November,  16  children  were  Schick  Tested  at  Haslemere 
Infants’  School.  Thirteen  were  negative,  2 faint  positive,  and  1 
positive  (all  of  these  have  been  treated).

The  percentage  of  school  children  immunised  remains  satis- 
factory, but  there  is  still  need  for  improvement  of  the  pre-school 
age  children.  The  number  attending  at  Welfare  Centres  in  such  a 
scattered  District  is  not  so  great  as  in  more  populous  areas.  Home 
visiting  is  the  only  way  of  approaching  a great  many  parents  and 
it  is  confidently  hoped  that  the  appointment  of  a nurse  will 
contribute  substantially  to  effecting  improvement. 

MEASLES. 

There  were  149  cases  of  measles,  as  the  result  of  a mild 
epidemic  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  Six  cases  were  admitted  to 
hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  from  measles. 

WHOOPING-COUGH . 

There  were  20  cases  of  whooping-cough,  almost  all  of  a mild 
type  and  no  deaths  occurred. 

SCHOOL  ABSENTEES. 

Table  V shows  the  numbers  of  children  absent  from  school 
suffering,  or  suspected  to  be  suffering,  from  any  infectious  or 
contagious  disease,  including  contacts  with  cases  of  infectious 
disease.

Cancer  continues  to  be  one  of  the  principal  causes  of  death, 
and  shows  the  highest  figure  recorded  in  the  summary  on 
page  10.  The  sudden  50  per  cent,  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
recorded  in  1943  has  been  maintained.  So  little  is  known  about 
the  causes  and  conditions  affecting  cancer  that  it  is  impossible 
to  account  for  this,  and  such  an  increase  is  not  general  throughout 
the  country.

The  sharp  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis 
recorded  in  Haslemere  during  the  war  years  appears  to  continue.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  8 cowkeepers  and  9 milk 
retailers  in  the  District,  whilst  21  retailers  from  outside  sell  milk 
within  the  District.

COMPLAINTS. 

During  the  year  79  complaints  were  received.  102  visits  were 
made  in  the  investigation  thereof  and  the  necessary  action  taken. 

The  new  drainage  plant  put  in  by  the  Admiralty  Signal 
Establishment  for  Lythe  Hill  has  been  working  satisfactorily  and 
there  has  since  been  no  nuisance  in  this  area. 

With  reference  to  the  nuisance  at  the  Piggery  at  Beacon  Hill 
following  the  Public  Health  Committee’s  visit  and  the  final  terms 
proposed  by  the  Committee,  the  extent  of  the  piggery  has  been 
controlled  and  the  nuisance  abated. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

The  Surrey  County  Council  administer  under  the  above  Act 
and  have  a staff  of  15  operators  to  deal  with  small  and  large  in- 
festations with  all  modern  equipment  and  12  vehicles.  Thirty 
complaints  were  referred  to  the  Surrey  County  Council,  and  covered 
workshops,  hotels,  and  food  stores,  but  none  of  these  was  found  to 
be  a major  infestation. 
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Contracts  are  entered  into  between  occupiers  and  the  Rodent 
Section  of  the  Surrey  County  Council.  Poisons  are  supplied  at 
cost  and  work  is  carried  out  at  cost  when  requested. 

The  majority  of  the  buildings  occupied  by  the  Admiralty  are 
treated  by  the  County  Rodent  Section. 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  throughout  the  District 
by  the  Surrey  County  Council  and  the  Local  Authority. 

SHOPS. 

Under  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  115  inspections  were  made,  chiefly 
in  the  Haslemere  and  Grayswood  Wards,  as  part  of  a systematic 
inspection  of  the  area. 

Under  this  Act  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority  is  responsible 
for  ensuring  that  there  is  adequate  ventilation,  warming  and 
sanitary  conveniences,  whilst  the  County  Council  controls  other 
accommodation,  hours  of  employment,  etc. 

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928. 

Under  this  Act  there  are  32  premises  licensed  for  the  storage 
of  petroleum  spirit.  From  14  of  these  petrol  is  sold,  while  at  the 
other  18  premises  petrol  is  stored  for  private  use  only.  No  licences 
were  issued  for  the  storage  of  carbide  of  calcium.  Four  visits  were 
made  in  all.

During  an  inspection  at  the  slaughter-house  it  was  noticed  that 
a “cottager’s”  pig,  slaughtered  under  licence  from  the  Ministry  of 
Food  for  consumption,  was  affected  with  generalised  tuberculosis. 
This  was  an  isolated  incident ; the  owner  was  advised  and  he 
surrendered  the  complete  carcass  and  organs  for  destruction.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS. 

There  was  again  during  this  year  a very  large  amount  of 
slaughtering  at  the  Government  slaughter-house.  The  number  of 
animals  killed  was  roughly  the  same  as  1944  and  the  percentage  of 
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cows  killed  was  also  similar.  The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle 
was  higher  and  more  whole  carcasses  were  condemned,  chiefly  from 
tuberculosis  and  the  associated  conditions. 

To  my  personal  regret,  Mr.  H.  Paine,  the  slaughter-house 
manager,  retired  during  the  year.  Mr.  Paine’s  wide  experience  and 
helpful  administration  had  been  of  great  assistance  in  the  smooth 
working  of  the  control  of  slaughtering  and  inspection  of  animals. 

Also,  during  the  year,  there  was  a change  of  slaughtering 
contractor,  but  this  was  effected  with  very  little  trouble  and  the 
work  has  since  been  working  smoothly. 

With  regard  to  the  Ministry  of  Food’s  administration  generally, 
I am  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  still  too  much  emphasis  placed  on 
the  transport  and  allocation  of  meat  and  not  sufficient  attention 
paid  to  the  proper  handling  and  inspection. 

Under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  13  slaughtermen 
were  licensed  for  one  year  to  slaughter  animals. 
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
